GEN. 
WILLIAM H. KOONTZ 


Veteran Attorney and Politician Pass- 


ed Away. 


Gen. 
William Henry Koontz, for 


many years prominent in the legal 
and political circles of the state, died 
at his home in Somerset Tuesday 
night,.July 4,aged 80 yrs.,11 mo. and 
19 days, as the result of a fall a cou- 
ple weeks ago from which he did 
not recover. 


General Koontz was admitted to 


the bar of Somerset County in 1851 
and soon occupied a prominent place- 
among the attorneys for which Som- 
erset County was noted. 
For many 


years preceding his death he was ac- 
corded leadership by his fellow mem- 
bers of the bar. 
On July 15 last the 


attorneys of Somerset and adjoining 
counties gave him a public banquet 
on the 80th anniversary of his birth. 


General Koontz was -among the 


first to vote for the nomination of 
Abraham Lincoln in the Chicago Con- 
vention 'of 1860. 
In 1860 he was 


chosen Prothonotary of His count; 
and in 1864 and 1866 was elected t( 
Congress, being one of the last sur 
Iving members of the House which 
autnoriz4d the purchase of Alaska 
He was elected to the Legislature in 
1898^ and; again In 1900 and was de 
feated for-Speaker of'the House by 
but one vote.

We.haS no water to give them, for we 
"were|using rourselyes- what remained 
in one "of the pouches. "We" killed 'one 
of :the camels for "the water in its 
hump.. Then we--killed another. One 
of my men. died; then another and an- 
- other, most of them mad, till about all 
were dead and I was left alone, a hu- 
man being with a camel. Alas, I must 
sacrifice my only companion for what 
water was left in htm.

The maggots get on to the nerves.

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the,_ carcass of a sunsfroEe victim" and 
are helping themselves to a dose of 
limberneck. 


As a remedy for this trouble first re- 


move the cause, then give the victim a 
two grain asafoetida pill and place a 
teaspoonful of hyposulphite of soda in 
every quart of drinking water.

Ing a load-f-rom the church swore to 
the fact, aud Edmond was sentenced 
to be hanged by the neck till he was 
dead.

kne^v him to be innocent of the crime 
charged against him, and they mur- 
mured that he should be hanged for a 
crime he had not committed.

marveled greatly to see a maiden sit- 
ting by the scaffold on which the man 
she loved was to suffer death. But 
near her sat Montgomery, who had 
spoken in Koyle's behalf before the 
magistrate.

Seeking the Secret* of the Vessel's 


Destruction in Havana Harbor. 
Havana, July 1.—Aside from the 


disco\ery of a portion of the remains 
of one ot the unfortunate members of 
the Maine's crew, there has been lit- 
tle brought to light during the past 
week. Particular attention has been 
paid to strengthening the caissons 
and the general structure of the cof- 
ferdam, although some cleaning has 
been done on the portion of the wreck 
now above waiter. 


While cleaning the main deck mid- 


ships a dismounted four pounder, one 
of the guns forming the aVmament ot 
tue ship, was found where it had been 
thrown from its mount, and attached 
to it was the swivel on which it 
worked. The mount had disappeared 
entirely. In the steward's storeroom, 
in the midship section, a number of 
articles pertaining to such stores 
were found, together with some rub- 
ber boots, a pair of horse hide boots, 
two cutlasses and one carbine. 
In 


ontinuing the removal of the mud in 
another part of this midship section 
a portion of the vertebrae, two ribs 
broken from same, a thigh bone and 
an upper arm bone was found. These 
are believed to be portions of the re- 
mains of John R. Bell, the cabin 
steward. 
The work of cleaning off 


the mud was suspended at this junc- 
;ure. 


For several days past work has 


jeen pushed on putting in a six-inch 
water main from the large dredge 
Barnard which lays just west of the 
caissons, into the wreck, so that -the 
power of this boat can be applied to 
pumping the stream necessary for 
washing away the mud. This system 
has not yet been employed, as the 
pumping of the water from the cof- 
erdam has been suspended for the 
>resent. 


When the water was pumped out 


to the depth of fifteen feet, the engi- 
neers were very carefully noting the 
effect on the caissons. They discov- 
ered that under the pressure of the 
outside water these gave, or "sprung, 
about twelve inches. As a matter of 
fact the water at that time was low- 
ered more than was necessary, ^be- 
cause too much of the slime covered 
and befouled wreck was exposed. 
The pumping was stopped and the 
cofferdam was allowed to gradually 
fill by the seepage and the water 
jumped in to clear away the mud, 
until it is now but eleven feet below 
.he outside level. It is being kept ;>,t 
:hat 
level and probably some time 


during the coming week pumping 
may be resumed. 


More than twenty thousand cubic 


•ards of stone is now being, dumped 
nto the cofferdam, close up against 
he foot of the caissons and principal- 
y into the convexes formed at the 
unction of the large cylinders. It is 
believed that this will give far great- 
er strength to the structure, because 
t will add about twenty feet to the 
wenty feet toe hold the steel piling 
las in the bottom of the harbor, and 
will establish a balance against the 
outside pressure induced by the high 
wall of water which will be created 
when 
the 
cofferdam 
is 
entirely 


cleaned out. 


Some of the work which is now 


being done has created an impres- 
sion that the engineers have also de- 
cided to provide a system of anchor- 
age for each of the caissons to still 
further strengthen them against the- 
pressure. 
Last fall, when prepara- 


tions were being made for the work, 
the entire section of the bay sur- 
rounding the wreck of the Main was 
sounded and borings were made into 
the clay bottom of the harbor. 
Som<3 


ot these bori-. ;s were driven fifty feet 
through the clay until the rock bot- 
tom was struck. 
It was said that 


the&e 
investigations were entirely 


&atisiactory. 


Xow that borings and soundings 


are being made some distance out- 
side of the large oval of caissons, ru- 
mors, which the engineers deny, are 
to the effect that clusters of piling 
are to be driven farther out in the 
bay and the caissons anchored to 
them by a system of steel cables. 
The engineers, however, admit that 
it is possible they may be compelled 
to further strengthen the work by 
putting in an inner truss ot steel, ty- 
ing each of the caissons together, and 
thus precluding any possibility of 
their gi\ing wa\ to the pressure.
